REPUBLIC,  Mo.  (BP)  —  Facing  the  possibility  of  paying  the 
American  Civil  Liberties  Union  (ACLU)  costs  in  a  lawsuit 
against  the  ichthus  on  their  city  seal,  leaders  of  the  small 
Missouri  town  of  Republic  have  narrowly  voted  to  remove  the 
Christian  fish  symbol.

A  health  check  for  American  society 


One  of  the- clearest  indications  of  a 
given  society's  health  (or  lack  there¬ 
of)  is  the  treatment  of  its  children. 
Virtually  defenseless  and  unable  to  care  for 
themselves,  children  have  no  choice  but  to 
depend  on  us  for  their  well-being. 

The  Bible  could  not  be  more  precise 
about  God's  love  for  the  little  ones;  even 
the  most  basic  biblical  concordance  has 
almost  40  references  to  children.  Many  of 
the  references  deal  with  how  to  raise  chil¬ 
dren  (Prov.  22:6),  and  many  describe  how 
much  like  children  we  all  are  before  the 
Heavenly  Father  (1  Cor.  13:11). 

The  most  poignant  scriptural 
passages  regarding  children,  how¬ 
ever,  nave  to  be  the  pronounce¬ 
ments  of  our  Lord  and  Savior,  Jesus 
Christ,  in  the  pages  of  Mark. 

"Whoever  welcomes  one  of  the 
little  children  in  my  name  welcomes 
me;  and  whoever  welcomes  me  does 
not  welcome  me  but  the  one  who 
sent  me,"  he  said  in  Mark  9:37  (NIV). 

"And  if  anyone  causes  one  of 
these  little  ones  who  believe  in  me 
to  sin,  it  would  be  better  for  him  to 
be  thrown  into  the  sea  with  a  large 
millstone  tied  around  his  neck,"  ne 
warned  in  Mark  9:42  (NIV). 

"...Let  the  little  children  come  to 
me,  and  do  not  hinder  them,  for  the 
kingdom  of  God  belongs  to  such  as 
these,"  he  protested  in  Mark  10:14  (NIV). 

If  we  believe  the  words  of  the  Savior, 
and  if  a  society's  attitude  toward  children 
is  indeed  an  indicator  of  its  health,  then 
America  is  truly  a  sick  place  where  infanti¬ 
cide  has  been  declared  a  "reproductive 
choice"  and  children  can  be  dehumanized 
and  exploited  at  will.

In  the  early  1950s,  while  Tom  Winstead 
was  serving  as  church  training  director  at 
Calvary  Church,  Jackson,  he  attended 
Ridgecrest  Conference  Center  in  Morth 
Carolina.  Missionary  Baker  James  Cau then 
was  the  speaker  for  the  week. 

"There  were  over  3,000  people  regis¬ 
tered  that  week,"  he  recalled  while  sitting 
on  the  couch  in  his  den  in  Clinton.  "On  the 
last  night  (Cauthen)  called  for  all  who  had 
ever  felt  called  to  pastor  or  the  ministry  to 
come  forward,"  he  said. 

Winstead  remembers  over  half  of  the 
crowd  going  forward  that  night.  He  was 
still  at  his  seat,  but  the  Lord  was  working 
on  his  heart. 

"1  really  struggled  in  my  heart.  I  wanted 
to  go  down.  1  wondered  if  the  Lord  was 
calling  me  to  the  ministry,  but  I  stayed 
where  I  was,  and  after  we  got  home  the 
Lord  showed  me  why. 

"The  Lord  told  me  not  every  one  is 
called  to  be  a  preacher.  He  said  he  needed 
lay  people,  too.  He  said  to  prepare  myself 
to  be  the  best  lay  person  I  could  be.  So  I  set 
about  to  prepare  mvself  for  whatever  tasks 
he  called  me  to  do/' 

Winstead  proceeded  to  earn  a  total  of  252 
study  Course  awards.  He  earned  the  basic 
diploma,  the  advanced  diploma,  the  masters 
diploma,  the  distinguished  diploma,  and  the 
special  citation  diploma.  These  alone  repre¬ 
sent  500  hours  of  study  course  credit. 

He  also  earned  all  five  Sunday  School  and 
Discipleship  Training  Specialist  certificates; 
the  Deacon  Ministry  diploma;  Experiencing 
God  diploma;  and  the  Great  Commission 
Breakthrough  Consultant  diploma. 

"Now  there  is  a  lot  of  duplication  in 
these  awards,"  Winstead  is  careful  to  point 
out.  "For  instance,  each  diploma  requires 
the  Baptist  Faith  and  Message,"  he  said, 
"but  there  is  enough  work  tor  400  study 
course  awards." 

The  81 -year-old  retired  Veterans 
Administration  employee  is  not  trying  to 
brag.  "I  took  the  Lord  at  his  word,  to  pre¬ 
pare  myself  to  be  the  best  layman  I  could 
be.  I  prepared  myself  to  do  the  work." 


Winstead  has  spent  a  lifetime  doing  the 
work  of  the  Lora.  A  member  at  Calvary 
Church  since  1040,  he  faithfully  served  the 
congregation  through  numerous  positions 
—  many  of  which  were  held  simultaneously. 

Winstead  spent  nine  vears  as  Sunday 
School  director.  "Five  of  those  the  church 
was  without  a  minister  of  education,"  he 
pointed  out. 

He  spent  six  years  as  a  Sunday  School 
teacher,  nine  as  a  department 
director,  five  as  a  department 
outreach  leader,  and  20  years  as 
the  coordinator  for  the 
Children's  division  of  both 
Sunday  School  and  discipleship 
training. 

Winstead  also  spent  12  years 
as  discipleship  training  director; 
three  years  as  associate  director; 
seven  years  as  a  department 
director. 

He  and  his  wife  Lucile  also 
invested  47  years  with  youth 
and  children's  Bible  Drill,  at 
both  the  church  and  state  levels. 

"People  over  the  state  used  to 
greet  me  as  'Mr.  Bible  Drill,"'  he 
said.  "I've  had  people  come  up 
to  me  and  say,  "You  called  my 
drill  when  I  was  young;  now  I 
want  you  to  call  my  children's 
Bible  Drill."  He  has  also  called  a 
few  third-generation  Bible 
drillers. 

For  29  years  Winstead  was  the  caller  for 
the  select  drill  that  determined  who  would 
represent  Mississippi  Baptists  at  Ridgecrest. 

He  served  the  association  and  state  con¬ 
ventions  at  various  levels,  from  leading 
workshops  and  conferences  at  Gulfshore  to 
eight  years  as  a  trustee  for  LifeWay 
Christian  Resources  (formerly  the  Baptist 
Sunday  School  Board). 

W'hen  LifeWay  was  ready  to  publish  a 
Bible  Drill  guide  for  churches,  Winstead 
served  as  the  only  lay  person  on  the  five- 
member  design  team. 

Winstead  was  also  involved  in  leading 
Calvary  Church  in  establishing  the  first 
Special  Education  Sunday  School  class  in 
tne  Southern  Baptist  Convention. 


"There  was  no  material  for  this.  I  pre¬ 
pared  lesson  books  by  taking  the  Primarv 
and  Beginner  material  and  cutting  out 
parts  and  pasting  them  on  paper.  That  way 
a  12-  or  15-year-old  child  who  could  read 
wouldn't  know  he  was  using  five  or  six 
year  old  material,"  he  said 

The  Winstead's  Clinton  home  is  filled 
with  photos  of  their  daughter,  their  four 
grandchildren,  and  now  great-grandchil-

dren.  He  also  has  a  notebook  with  one 
study  course  diploma  after  another. 

Recovering  from  heart  bypass  heart 
surgery,  Winstead  is  not  able  to  be  out  as 
much  as  in  the  past,  but  he  still  cares  deeply 
for  his  church  and  the  work  of  the  Lord. 

"The  greatest  compliment  every  paid  to 
me  was  made  by  Dr.  (Joe)  Tuten.  I  learned 
that  on  Monday  mornings  at  a  pastors  meet¬ 
ing,  other  ministers  would  ask  Dr.  Tuten 
wnen  he  was  going  to  get  a  minister  of  edu¬ 
cation.  He  would  say,  'T  don't  need  one.  I've 
ot  a  layman  who  knows  more  about 
unday  School  and  Church  Training  than 
most  of  the  men  coming  out  of  seminary  '" 
Much  of  this  knowledge  came  From 
church  study  courses.

program.  It  is  estimated  that 
missionaries,  mission  schools, 
and  seminaries  in  (>1  countries 
have  received  Christian  mate¬ 
rials  through  Book  Link. 

Buchanan  was  also  instru¬ 
mental  in  establishing  the  edu¬ 
cational  missions  fellowship  to 
encourage  education  profes¬ 
sionals  to  become  more 
involved  in  missions.  He  was 
the  recipient  of  the  Owen 
Cooper  Award  from  the 
National  Fellowship  of  Baptist 
Men  and  the  Man  of  the  Year 
in  Service  award. 

He  also  served  on  the 
Mississippi  Baptist  Convention's 
Order  of  Business  Committee 
(1986-88)  and  Board  of 
Ministerial  Education  (1992-94). 

Buchanan  is  survived  by  his 
wife  of  57  years,  Dorothy,  of 
Tupelo;  sons  Ben  Buchanan  |r. 
and  Bill  Buchanan,  both  of 
Tupelo,  and  Bob  Buchanan  of 
Madison;  one  sister,  three 
brothers,  seven  grandchildren 
and  two  great-grandchildren.

International  Mission  Board  missionary  working  in 
Zimbabwe.  Famham's  defense  lawyer  did  not 
even  have  to  present  his  case  on  her  behalf. 

Famham,  of  McComb,  was  transporting  four 
women  and  a  seminary  student  to  a  coronation 
service  for  a  girls'  missionary  organization  when 
a  car  driven  by  a  prominent  businessman  appar¬ 
ently  pulled  out  in  front  of  her. 

When  Famham  swerved  to  avoid  a  collision, 
her  car  rolled  over,  killing  one  of  the  women.  The 
businessman  has  since  died  from  injuries 
received  in  another  traffic  accident. 

Famham,  37,  was  scheduled  to  complete  her 
two-year  ISC  assignment  in  theological'  educa¬ 
tion  by  extension  on  Aug.  1. 

The  decision  frees  her  to  return  to  the  United 
States  without  any  complications.  Farnham  is 
one  of  several  missionaries  who  have  recently 
faced  charges  after  traffic  accidents  involving 
fatalities.

VBS  attracts  3.2  million  people 

NASHVILLE,  Tenn.  (BP)  —  Approximately  60,000  professions  of  faith  were  reported 
in  1998  in  Southern  Baptist  Vacation  Bible  Schools  (VBS),  a  ministry  that  attracted  more 
than  3.2  million  people  to  churches  across  the  country. 

According  to  the  Annual  Church  Profile  (ACP),  an  annual  statistical  report  com¬ 
piled  by  LireWay  Christian  Resources  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  29,042 
Southern  Baptist  churches  conducted  VBS  last  year,  enrolling  3,232,712  children, 
youth,  and  adults.

ment,  said  14,156  churches  also  mailed  in  more  detailed  VBS  reports  for  1998. 
According  to  these  records,  59,185  decisions  for  Christ  were  reported,  up  from  the  '97 
total  of  53,606.  In  addition,  churches  discovered  366,972  Sunday  School  prospects. 
Martin  said  the  actual  numbers  of  decisions  and  prospect  discoveries  were  likely  "sig¬ 
nificantly  higher"  since  many  churches  did  not  return  the  more  detailed  VBS  reports  to 
LifeWay.  In  other  statistics  from  the  '98  report: 

•  41,314  prospects  were  enrolled  in  Sunday  School  through  the  VBS  Transfer  Plan. 

•  2,525  decisions  for  church-related  vocations  were  recorded. 

•  1,177  mentally  handicapped  persons  enrolled  in  VBS. 

•  8341  Bible  schools  (59  percent  of  the  total)  were  held  in  the  evening,  4,925  were 
held  in  the  morning  (35  percent),  521  were  a  combination  of  the  two  (4  percent)  and  248 
were  held  in  the  afternoon  (2  percent). 

"Historically,  VBS  is  the  greatest  generator  of  Sunday  School  prospects  in  Southern 
Baptist  churches  and  one  or  our  most  effective  evangelistic  tools,"  Bui  Taylor,  director 
of  LifeWay's  Sunday  School  group,  he  said.

expect.  It  also  takes  the  pres¬ 
sure  off  him,  putting  it  on  to 
the  issue  at  hand  and  away 
from  a  competition  between 
the  two  of  you. 


As  you  know,  a  man's  ego 
is  fragile.  This  started  in  the 
garden  as  a  consequence  of 
Adam's  disobedience.  The 
result  from  God  was  that  man 
would  be  forced  to  toil  and 
work  the  land.  Therefore  a 
man's  identity  became  tied  to 
his  work.  Success  at  work  is 
determined  in  our  culture  by 
dollars,  not  satisfaction  or 
enjoyment.  Understanding 
these  issues,  as  is  evident  by 
your  question,  is  the  first  step 
in  knowing  what  to  say.

1  can  see  wh\j  smart  couples  nail 
down  pre-nuptial  agreements ;  I  got 
cleaned  out  by  my  ex-wife.  Why 
doesn’t  the  church  include  this  sub¬ 
ject  in  premarital  counseling? 

A  marriage  is  a  covenant  — 
not  a  contract.  If  a  couple  goes ' 
into  a  marriage  preparing  for 
the  worst  with  a  pre-nuptial 
agreement,  then  they  do  not 
put  their  whole  selves  into  the 
marriage  and  thus  do  not  get 
the  full  benefit.  A  marriage  is 
two  people  giving  100%  of 
themselves  to  serve  God  by  lov¬ 
ing  their  partner,  just  like  Christ 
loved  us.  Divorce  occurs  when 
one  or  both  partners  take  their 
eyes  off  serving  the  other  and 
seek  to  please  only  themselves.

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Savvy  needed  to  combat  Internet  negatives

NASHVILLE,  Term.  (BP)  — 
Jeremy,  an  eighth-grader,  just 
likes  to  play  video  games.  He 
found  a  reafly  neat  one  recently 
when  a  friend  told  him  to  visit 
a  new  Internet  site. 

Even  though  it  seemed  to 
have  a  historical  context  — 
World  War  II  —  the  action  and 
computer  graphics  were  more 
than  state  of  tne  art;  they  were 
the  best  Jeremy  had  ever  seen. 

Weeks  later  Jeremy  made  an 
offensive  racial  remark  at  the 
dinner  table.  His  parents  — 
who  had  never  thought,  much 
less  voiced,  such  an  epithet  — 
were  shocked.  They  had  never 
heard  anv  of  Jeremy's  friends 
use  such  bigoted  slurs. 

The  web  site,  it  turns  out,  is 
not  an  innocent  game  location 
but  a  site  established  to  propa¬ 
gate  white  supremacy.  The 
web  designer  freely  admits  to 
targeting  kids.  While  accusers 
say  this  and  other  websites 
propagate  hate,  the  designer's 
defense  is  that  it  teaches  love 
—  love  for  other  white  people. 
Both  hatred  and  violence  easi¬ 
ly  could  be  learned  from  the 
website. 

The  World  Wide  Web  has 
radically  expanded  the  audi¬ 
ence  for  radical  hate  groups, 
and  all  under  the  auspices  of 
free  speech.  The  medium  is 
inexpensive,  anonymous, 
growing  exponentially,  and 
entering  your  home  uninvited. 

The  computer  or  the  Internet 
or  the  World  Wide  Web  is  no 
more  evil  than  the  newspaper, 
the  television  movies,  books,  or 
magazines.  All  such  tools  can 
be  used  for  good  or  bad. 

One  of  the  difficulties  in 
combating  the  evils  that  can 
enter  a  teenager's  conscious¬ 
ness  through  a  modem  is  the 
ignorance  of  many  adults  about 
using  computers  —  especially 


entering  the  World  Wide  Web. 

Begin  in  the  home.  Parents 
have  long  known  about  the 
dangers  of  the  availability  of 
pornography  through  the 
Internet.  Many  may  not  know 
about  other  kinds  of  dangerous 
information. 

For  church  staffers  who 
work  with  parents,  consider 
these  suggestions: 

♦  Provide  computer  training 
for  parents. 

♦  Plan  dialog  times  for  par¬ 
ents  and  students  to  discuss 
and  learn  about  computers 
together. 

♦  Distribute  guidelines  for 
parents  to  use  in  talking  with 
their  vouth  aboutJntemet  use. 

♦  h*lan  parent-youth  com¬ 
puter  classes  where  kids  teach 
the  parents  how  to  use  the 
computers. 

♦  Provide  monthly  or 
quarterly  computer  news  bul¬ 
letins  for  parents  to  keep 
them  informed  about  current 
dangers. 

Include  computer  use  in 
your  time  with  teenagers.  Sef 
up  monthly  meetings  for  com¬ 
puter-user  discussion  groups. 

Encourage  teenagers  to 
come  prepared  to  review  web¬ 
sites.  Let  them  share  lists  of 
websites  they  have  visited  and 
want  to  share  with  others, 
along  with  information  about 
why  they  like  that  particular 
website. 

Meet  where  you  have  com¬ 
puter  availability.  Visit  some  of 
the  websites  together.  Let 
teenagers  choose  tne  "best  site 
of  the  day." 

Teach  youth  to  discriminate 
and  to  question  what  they  see 
on  the  internet.  Some  adults 
once  believed  that  everything

in  print  was  true.  Many  learned 
that  "a  picture  is  worth  a  thou¬ 
sand  words"  and  that  "pictures 
don't  lie"  until  they  discovered 
that  with  computer  help  pic¬ 
tures  can  be  radically  altered. 
People  who've  never  visited 
France  can  have  convincing 
photos  of  themselves  in  front  of 
the  Eiffel  Tower. 

Electronic  communication 
belongs  to  the  world  of  youth. 
They  likely  will  find  informa¬ 
tion  on  the  computer  more 
credible  than  anything  in  print, 
perhaps  more  compelling  than 
what  they  see  on  TV. 

Give  them  guidelines  for 
viewing,  criteria  for  evaluat¬ 
ing  what  they  see.  Invite  them 
to  ask  you  or  other  youth  lead¬ 
ers  about  questionable  con¬ 
tent,  which  may  shock  or 
offend  adults. 

To  help  them  learn  to  be  dis¬ 
criminating  themselves,  find 
ways  to  help  them  evaluate 
what  they  see  without  judging 
or  condemning  them  for 
telling  you  what  they've  found 
on  the  Internet. 

Monitor  church  computers 
closely.  Computers  are  valuable 
tools  for  teaching  youth  at 
church.  Whether  the  computers 
are  in  the  media  library,  the 
Christian  school,  the  office,  or 
the  classrooms,  make  sure  they 
are  as  user-safe  as  possible. 

Learn  all  you  can  about  fil¬ 
tering  methods.  This  technolo¬ 
gy  works  by  identifying  com¬ 
mon  words  and  phrases  — 
such  as  obscene  or  violent 
words.  Filters  can  be  placed  on 
individual  computers  or  on  the 
Internet  provider's  server.  With 
the  filter  in  place,  when  a  user 
enters  a  Web  address  into  a 
computer,  the  filter  checks  for

objectionable  elements  related 
to  that  page. 

Maintain  your  own  ethics  in 
your  personal  computer  use. 
Some  ministers,  even  while 
seeking  to  monitor  and  help 
teenagers  use  this  tool  respon¬ 
sibly,  have  themselves  been 
caught  up  in  obscene  or  vio¬ 
lent  websites. 

Like  other  media,  computer 
websites  can  become  addic¬ 
tive.  Know  your  own  limita¬ 
tions  and  stay  true  to  your  val¬ 
ues.  Don't  let  your  own  inves¬ 
tigation  lead  to  your  downfall. 

Through  the  Internet 
teenagers  can  learn  to  search 
for  biblical  passages,  biblical 
answers  to  life's  questions. 
They  can  compare  Bible 
translations,  visit  the  Holy 
Land,  and  learn  about  other 
religions. 

Make  the  positives  far  out¬ 
weigh  the  negatives  in  com- 
uter  use.  Help  teenagers 
ecome  so  excited  about  the 
beneficial  information  on  the 
Web  that  they  have  no  time  to 
visit  dangerous  websites. 

Stay  current.  Your 
teenagers  are  on  the  Web.  You 
should  be,  too.  You  may  not 
be  able  to  stay  one  step  ahead 
of  them  in  this  area,  but  they 
will  respect  your  involvement 
and  concern  as  you  include 
computer  use  as  par  of  your 
ministry  with  youth.

Promises  to  generous  givers 

2  Cor.  8:24-9:15

Jesus  had  more  to  say  about 
our  relationship  to  material 
things  than  any  other  single 
subject,  knowing  that  where  our 
treasure  is,  there  our  heart 
would  be  also.  The  Apostle  Paul 
knew  that  the  spiritual  benefit 
that  would  come  to  the  church 
as  they  shared  in  response  to 
God's  grace  in  their  lives  was  far 
mom  important  than  the  money 
they  would  give. 

Paul  wanted  the  contribu¬ 
tion  to  be  ready  when  he  and 
his  finance  committee  arrived 
so  that  it  would  not  appear  last- 
minute  and  forced  upon  the 
congregation. 

Apparently  Paul  did  not  see 
asking  Christians  to  commit  to 


giving  as  an  invasion 
of  their  privacy.  He  did 
not  tell  them  how 
much  to  give,  because  Dukes 
he  wanted  their  gift  to 
be  a  matter  of  generosity,  and  not 
as  though  something  were  being 
squeezed  out  of  them  (9:5). 

Our  greatest  encouragement 
for  giving  is  that  it  pleases  our 
Lord,  but  we  encourage  others 
to  give  through  our  giving. 
Sucn  encouragement  is  not 
boasting,  nor  should  it  ever  be 
done  in  such  a  fashion  as  to 
appear  as  boasting. 

Nevertheless,  encouraging 
other  Christians  to  do  the  right 
thing  bv  setting  an  example  is  an 
integral  part  of  our  witness.  Jesus 
promised,  "Give,  and  it  shall  be 
given  unto  you."  (Luke  6:38). 


The  emphasis  there  is 
not  in  the  return,  but  upon 
being  a  giver.  Giving  is  a 
way  of  life  for  the 
Chnstian.  Paul  saw  a  prin¬ 
ciple  of  return  at  work:  the 
more  we  sow  the  more  we 
reap  (9:6).  The  more  we 
invest  in  the  work  of  the 
Lxjrd,  the  more  "fruit"  will 
s  abound  as  our  reward 
(Phil.  4:10-20). 

Not  only  must  we  give,  but 
we  must  ao  so  with  the  right 
motives  (9:7).  Our  giving  must 
come  from  the  heart  in  order  to 
please  God.  Certainly  God  can 
bless  a  gift  that  is  reluctantly 
given  out  of  a  sense  of  obligation, 
nut  he  will  not  bless  the  giver. 

Grace  giving  mandates  a 
right  attitude.  The  result  of 
grace  giving  is  an  immediate 
blessing  for  the  giver,  in  addi¬ 
tion  to  the  long-range  returns, 
as  we  share  in  God's  abundant 
grace  (9:8)  and  assurance  of 
adequate  resources  within 
(Phil.  4:11). 


When  we  give  we  immedi¬ 
ately  share  in  God's  righteous¬ 
ness  (9:9),  not  that  righteous¬ 
ness  may  be  obtained  through 
giving,  but  that  by  giving  we 
model  the  character  and  nature 
of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  who  is 
the  source  of  our  righteousness. 

Grace  giving  leads  to  the 
enrichment  of  tne  lives  of  oth¬ 
ers  (9:11).  Our  reward  comes  in 
part  from  the  knowledge  that 
others  are  giving  thanks  to  God 
for  the  blessing  that  our  giving 
has  been  to  their  lives. 

Paul  introduces  the 
Corinthians  to  the  idea  of  giving 
as  their  "priestly  service"  (9:12), 
translating  the  material  gifts 
that  Christians  bring  to  the  altar 
into  spiritual  sacrifices,  even  as 
the  priest  of  old  brought  conse¬ 
crated  blood  offerings  to  the 
altar  under  the  Old  Covenant. 

The  emphasis  in  2 
Corinthians  9:12  is  on  the  fact 
that  their  offering  would  meet 
the  needs  of  poor  saints  in 
Judea.  The  church  could  have 


countered  Paul's  challenge  by 
saying  that  they  had  to  take 
care  of  their  own  first,  or  that 
churches  closer  to  Judea  ought 
to  take  up  the  cause  of  assisting 
the  Christians  there,  or  they 
might  have  tried  to  place  some 
blame  on  the  Judean  churches 
for  their  desperate  state.  To 
have  done  any  such  thing 
would  have  been  to  move  out 
of  the  sphere  of  grace  giving 
(Gal.  6:10;  1  Tim.  6:18). 

If  our  churches  today  were  to 
do  more  grace  giving  there 
would  be  no  need  for  gimmicks 
whereby  we  pressure  the  unbe¬ 
lieving  community  to  support 
our  ministry.  There  would  be 
fewer  complaints  from  the  peo¬ 
ple  of  the  church  who  seem 
reluctant  to  invest  God's  money 
in  legitimate  ministry,  because 
giving  would  be  a  way  of  life. 

Think  about  it:  we  are  saved 
because  God  subscribed  to 
grace  giving  (Rom.  8:32).

The  seeker's  reward 


Acts  8:26-40

What  is  the  meaning  of  life? 
This  most  significant  of  all 
questions  has  been  pondered, 
pursued,  and  parodied  all 
throughout  history.  As  people 
have  searched  for  this  abstract¬ 
sounding  "meaning  of  life," 
they've  come  up  with  many 
convoluted  answers. 

Many  times,  people  are  put 
in  crisis  situations  such  as  a 
death,  a  job  loss,  or  a  missed 
opportunity.  For  the  Christian, 
we  understand  that  there  is  no 
way  this  question  can  be 
answered  apart  from  the  person 
and  work  of  Jesus  Christ.  As 

fieople  search  for  the  answer  to 
ife's  questions,  an  open  mind 
will  lead  them  to  Gou. 


ithiopian  eunuch  gives 
good  guidelines. 


So,  how  does  one 
go  about  finding 
answers  about  life's 
meaning?  The  classic  Martin 
passage  of  Philip  and 
the  Ethiopian  eunuch  gives 
some  good  guidelines. 

Search  the  Scriptures  (Acts 
8:26-29).  God  directed  Philip  to 
the  right  person  at  the  right 
time.  Chances  are  none  of  us 
will  have  an  angel  give  us 
directions  as  did  Philip,  but  we 
do  know  that  the  Holy  Spirit 
guides  us  toward  those  who 
might  be  seeking. 

This  court  official,  a  eunuch 
who  was  the  treasurer  in  the 
court  of  Queen  Candace,  was 
from  what  was  then  known  as 
Nubia,  located  south  of  Egypt. 
He  was  concerned  enough  about 


his  own  spiritual  welfare 
to  travel  almost  200  miles 
to  Jerusalem  to  worship 
God.  Apparently  he  had 
not  gotten  all  the  answers 
he  wanted.  He  was  sitting 
in  his  chariot  reading  from 
the  book  of  Isaiah. 

This  man  was  seeking 
after  God.  Like  many  peo¬ 
ple  in  today's  world,  he 
nad  just  enough  knowl¬ 
edge  to  make  him  hungry. 
And  at  the  right  point  in  nis 
search,  God  sends  Philip  along 
as  just  the  person  the  eunuen 
needed.  The  scriptures  held  the 
answers  for  him;  he  just  needed 
some  explanation. 

Accept  help  (Acts  8:30-31). 
As  Philip  approached  the  chari¬ 
ot,  he  heard  the  eunuch  reading 
aloud  from  the  prophet  Isaiah. 
In  those  days,  it  was  customary 
for  students  to  read  aloud.  This 
man  sure  was  ripe  for  a  witness! 
Philip,  sensing  an  extraordinary 
opportunity,  stepped  into  the 
breach  and  asked,  "Do  you 
understand  what  you  are  read¬ 


ing?"  As  a  conversation  starter, 
this  was  a  great  question.  And 
the  eunuen,  perhaps  sensing 
that  Plpilip  could  help  him  in  his 
understanding,  asked  for  an 
explanation. 

I've  heard  plenty  of  testi¬ 
monies  where  someone  picked 
up  a  Gideon  Bible  in  a  hotel  room 
and  the  Holy  Spirit  led  them  to 
Christ.  Other  times,  however,  a 
seeker  can  come  to  a  point  where 
there  are  no  clear  answers.  As 
Christians  we  should  be  prepared 
and  willing  to  help  non-believers 
find  answers  to  their  questions. 

Be  open  to  the  truth  (Acts 
8:32-35).  The  eunuch  was  reading 
from  Isaiah  53,  the  prophecy  of 
God's  suffering  servant.  Good 
choice!  He'd  focused  in  on  verses 
7  and  8,  which  described  Jesus  as 
the  willing  sacrifice  for  sinners, 
even  to  the  point  of  laying  aside 
his  human  rights.  As  Philip 
explained  these  verses  to  him,  the 
eunuch  began  to  understand  the 
Gospel  because  God's  Spirit  was 
revealing  truth  to  him.  Philip 
used  the  imagery  of  the  substitu¬ 


tionary  sacrifice  as  a  starting 
point  to  share  the  gospel.  Goa 
takes  the  initiative  to  reveal  £uth. 

Many  people  are  interested 
in  finding  the  truth.  We  under¬ 
stand  as  Christians  that  seekers 
must  be  open  to  God's  truth, 
and  we  can  encourage  them 
with  the  assurance  that  they'll 
find  the  truth  they're  .seeking. 

Make  a  faith  commitment 
(Acts  8:36-40).  The  eunuch 
believed  on  Jesus  Christ  right 
then  and  there  and  wanted  to 
be  baptized.  He  wanted  every¬ 
one  to  know  what  Christ  had 
done  for  him.  We  aren't  sure 
how  he  knew  that  baptism  was 
a  way  of  showing  his  belief,  but 
perhaps  he'd  seen  others  bap¬ 
tized  earlier  in  Jerusalem. 

At  any  rate,  Philip  was  taken 
on  to  other  places  of  ministry, 
and  the  eunuch  went  on  with 
his  journey  with  a  new  sense  of 
joy.  People  find  life's  true 
meaning  by  making  a  personal 
commitment  to  Jesus  Christ.

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Agonizing  achievement 

.  Genesis  32:3-33:17

The  events  described  in  this 
lesson  represent  an  agonizing 
achievement  in  the  life  of  Jacob. 
It  is  important  to  note  that  a 
proper  interpretation  of  these 
verses  demands  that  the  story 
be  read  on  two  levels  —  the 
physical  and  spiritual. 

Jacob's  agonizing  achieve¬ 
ment  comes  after  a  lifetime  of 
wrestling  with  both  Esau  and 
God.  In  the  end,  there  is  recon¬ 
ciliation  and  reconstruction. 
God  changes  not  only  Jacob's 
name,  but  also  his  character. 

Burden  of  guilt  (32:3-11).  Sir 
Arthur  Conan  Doyle,  the  creator 
of  Sherlock  Holmes,  once  played 
a  practical  joke  on  twelve  of  his 
famous  friends.  Doyle  sent  each 


of  them  an  anonymous 
telegram  that  simply 
read,  "Fly  at  once,  all  is  . 
discovered."  Within  ^ni 
twenty-four  hours  all 
twelve  of  the  men  had  taken  a 
trip  out  of  the  country. 

It's  amazing  how  a  guilty 
conscience  can  hurt  us.  Jacob 
knew  the  reality  of  living  with  a 
guilty  conscience.  Although 
Jacob  had  now  lived  with 
Laban,  his  mother's  brother,  for 
twenty  years  (31:38),  the  fear 
associated  with  a  guilty  con¬ 
science  still  haunted  nim. 

The  story  reveals  that  Jacob's 
utmost  concern  about  returning 
to  his  family  was  the  fear  ana 
guilt  associated  with  his  decep¬ 
tion  twenty  years  earlier. 

The  story  of  sin  and  decep-

tion  is  one  of  short-sight¬ 
edness.  The  desire  for 
immediate  gratification 
blinds  us  to  the  difficult 
and  painful  moments 
that  always  follow  sin. 
Jacob  eventually  had  to 
face  his  guilt  and  decep¬ 
tion,  his  God  and  his 
brother.  So  did  King 
er  David,  and  so  will  you 
and  I.  Sin  is  fun  for  a  sea¬ 
son  but,  as  Jacob  and  David 
found  out,  seasons  change. 

Brokenness  before  God 
(32:9-11).  It  is  interesting  to 
compare  and  contrast  the  differ¬ 
ent  interactions  between  Jacob 
and  God.  These  passages  reveal 
both  the  divine  election  of  God 
and  the  freewill  response  of 
each  individual  necessary  to 
any  true  relationship. 

Up  to  this  point  God  was  the 
initiator  of  all  interactions.  God 
was  displayed  as  sovereign  and 
his  election  of  Jacob  part  of  his 
divine  prerogative. 

In  tbe  womb,  God  chose 


Jacob.  Later  on  his  way  to 
Haran,  God  revealed  himself  to 
Jacob  and  promised  to  bless  him. 
The  closest  thing  to  a  demonstra¬ 
tion  of  faith  by  Jacob  was  a  condi¬ 
tional  promise  to  follow  God  "if" 
God  acted  appropriately  (28:20). 

However,  when  we  come  to 
the  prayer  in  32:9-11,  Jacob 
seeks  God.  There  was  no  true 
relationship  between  Jacob  and 
God  until  Jacob  freely  turned  to 
God  and  humbled  himself 
before  him.  God  chose  Jacob  the 
deceiver,  but  he  did  not  become 
the  changed  person  "Israel" 
until  he  freely  chose  God. 

In  the  cross  God  has  not 
made  a  limited,  but  a  limitless, 
atonement.  He  has  chosen  each 
of  us,  just  as  we  were,  decep¬ 
tive  and  sinful.  He  awaits  our 
free  response  to  him  and  then 
he  changes  us  also. 

Retribution  (32:13-17;  33:10). 
After  encountering  a  holy  God, 
Zaccheus  knew  he  must  make  ret¬ 
ribution  for  his  sin  and  deception. 
This  pattern  was  true  for  Jacob  as 


well.  Jacrib  had  stolen  both  Esau's 
birthright  and  blessing,  but  then 
he  encountered  God. 

Jacob  gave  a  gift  of  over  500 
different  types  of  livestock  to 
his  brother  Esau.  Some  may 
argue  that  Jacob's  motives  in 
the  gifts  were  self-serving.  Yet, 
in  Gen.  33:10,  we  see  that  Jacob 
clearly  feels  the  need  to  give  it 
to  Esau  and  make  retribution. 

Reconciliation.  Jacob  has 
spent  his  life  struggling  with 
his  brother,  even  in  the  womb, 
but  now  he  has  found  reconcil¬ 
iation.  It  is  appropriate  that  he 
also  struggles  with  God.  In  the 
end  Jacob  knows  the  forgive¬ 
ness  of  both  earthly  brother  and 
heavenly  father.  It  is  interesting 
how  one  earthly  and  spiritual 
relationship  parallels  another. 
To  be  estranged  from  God  is  to 
be  estranged  from  our  fellow 
man.  To  be  estranged  from  our 
fellovy  man  is  to  be  estranged 
from  God.
